London. England, Nov. II. — The Bolsheviki revolution in Petro- 


srad is reported to be approaching collapse. Regiments loyal to Pre- 
mier Iverecsky are marching on the capital, and fighting is under way 
'a the city, according to reports reaching here today from Petrograd. 
An organization which has adopted the name of All Russians' Com- 
•nittee for Saving the Country and the Revolution, announced that 
[lie defeat of the Bolsheviki movement was a matter of. only days or 
.tours. 


•The town of Tsarkoe-Selo, 15 miles south of Petrograd, where 


.he former Emperor Nicholas lived much of the time, is said to have 
:-.een captured by loyal forces, after which the rebels returned to 
Petrograd in disorderly mobs. The chief wireless station is now con- 
trolled by loyal troops. The Red Guard has been defeated in Mos- 
cow. Premier Kerensky is said to be approaching Petrograd. 


.Revolting Against Bolsheivkl.

The revolt against'. the Bol- 
sheivki is increasing in Petrograd. 
Today open attacks against them be- 
gan anj fusillades are-taking place in 
the streets at some places.

Admiral Verdervski, 
minister of

his duties. M. Nikitin,- minister of the 
interior, and M. Gvozdeff, minister of 
labor, also were released.

port that the resistance by. the de- 
fenders of the winter palace was very 
feeble. 
Although the ministers made 


great efforts to persuade the garrison 
to remain at its post, the palace ca- 
pitulated after a large bomb had been 
thrown inside.

Premier Fled In Ambulance. 


Paris, France, Nov. 11.—A wireless 


dispatch from. Haparamda, in Sweden 
near the Finnish border, says that Pre- 
mier Kerensky has 200,000 'men sup- 
porting him. 


The wireless message, which es- 


caped the censorship of the Bolsheviki 
by being sent by Haparanda, says Pre- 
mier Kerensky left Petrograd on Tues- 
day night for general headquarters, 
being concealed in the bottom of an 
automobile ambulance. 
It is under- 


stood that he was accompanied 
by 


General Alexieff, former commander 
in chief, and by Foreign Minister Ter- 
eshenko. 
The 
ambulance 
stopped 


three times by Maximilist patrols as it 
was leaving the city. 


"Premier Kerensky now has 200,000 


men devoted to him," 
the dispatch 


continues. "It is believed he is going 
to Moscow to re-establish his govern- 
ment there and march on Petrograd. 
This possibly may be 
unnecessary, 


however, as the latest news from Pet- 
rograd says a battle is going on in the 
streets and that the Cossacks 
have

$2,000,000 LOSS WHEN 
WIRE FACTORN BURNS 


PLANT WAS WORKING ON URGE 


GOVERNMENT ORDERS 


New York, Nov. 11. — New York 


city's water front was the scene of 
another disastrous fire today when the 
factory of "Washout-n, JWire. company, 
•which was working on large war 
orders for the United .State govern- 
ment was destroyed with an estimated 
loss of nearly ?2, 000, 000. The patrol- 
man who discovered the flre declared 
he found three separate blazes at dif- 
erent places in -the factory which was 
housed in a series of buildings extend- 
ing from 117th to llSth streets and 
half a block' deep on the East river 
front in Harlem. 


Daniel C. Turner, general manager 


of the company, told' -Fire Marshal 
Brophy that • 25 Germans and 
200 


Austrians were included in the force 
of 1,000 employees in the factory, and 
that all of the Germans except one 
had zone permits issued !»y the Fed- 
eral government. 
Fourteen national- 


ities are represented among the work- 
men it is said. 


Fire Marshal Brophy has summoned 


Mr. Turner and a score of employees 
to appear at a hearing before him to- 
morrow. 


Tons of Barbed Wire Destroyed. 
The fire. which was one of the most 


spectacular of recent years in the city 
started shortly after noon and was not 
brought under control until 4 o'clock. 
The buildings ranged from two to six 
stories In height and only parts of two 
of them remain standing. 
Tenement 


houses nearby were emptied of oc- 
cupants and it was only with the 
greatest struggle by the firemen that. 
the flames were confined to the factory. 
Five firemen were injured by falling 
walls and a water tower was demolish- 
ed under an avalanche of bricks. 
Tons of barbed and other wire placed 
on the sidewalk preparatory to load- 
ing tomorrow and scattered through 
the 
factory 
were 
destroyed. 
The 


flames apparently enveloped the en- 
tire plant immediately for it was a 
mass of flames soon after the 
fire 


started. 
Five alarms called out all 


the fire fighting apparatus in a large 
district. 
This was augumented by a 


fleet of fire patrol boats and railroad 
tugs equipped with high pressure hose 
which turned streams of water into 
the flames from the river. 


A series of explosions caused when 


tho flames reached- the oil accumula- 
tions in the machinei-y added to the 
danger of the fire. Some of the ex- 
plosions were so severe that they 
caused floors and walls to collapse. 
sending up great clouds of sparks 
that flew to nearby buildings. 


Material used to insulate wire gave 


out a heavy black smoke which kept 
the firemen a half block from the 
flames.

WHITMAN WANTS REFERENDUM 


VOTED BY LEGISLATURE 


Buffalo, Nov. 11- — Delegates as- 


sembled here for the annual conven- 
tion of the American Federation o£ 
Dabor awaited tonight with keenest in- 
terest to hear the address which Pres- 
ident Wilson will-deliver at the open- 
ing session of the convention tomor- 
row. 


To most of the delegates the an- 


nouncement of the President's com- 
ing was a surprise. Also it was learn- 
ed tonight that the invitation to the 
President to address the convention 
had been extended to him by the ex- 
ecutive council o£ the federation 
In 


October. The President is on the pro- 
gram as the lirst 
of the forenoon 


speakers. He will be escorted from 
his train to the convention hall by a 
military guard of honor and is ex- 
pected to return to.Washington imme- 
diately after his address. 


Speculation as to the nature of the 


message which the President has for 
labor was widespread among the more 
than 450 delegates here tonight. 


"The President," said Samuel Gom- 


pers, president of tho federation, to 
newspaper men, "will deliver a mes- 
sage to labor and through labor to the 


Albany, Nov. ,11. — Submission to

Brown, Republican leader of the sen- 
ate, issuer! a statement declaring that 
"nothing will be permitted to stand In 
the way of the full performance by 
women of their duty as voters." 


"To place women on an equality with 


men as electors for tho year 1320, leg- 
islation must be passed 'covering two 
elections," said Senator Brown. 


"First, the special election in April

The city of Belluno, ou the Upper 1'uive. has boon captured by Aus- 
tro-Germnu troops. 


Belluno is in the foothills of tho Alps, 5.1 miles north of Vcnico. 


It is on the west'bank of the Piave. 


Allied Ke-cnrorccniciitd Help. 


On the Italian front the llalian line 


in the north has stiffened from the 
re-enforcement it has received from 
the British anil French.

German communication does not re- 
port any retirement of the Italians, 
b'-t on the other hand admits that east 
of tho Asiago, where the Austro-Ger- 
mans made gains last week, the Ital- 
ians in strong 1'orco attacked invaders 
and recaptured lost positions.

Military AuthoritlM Everywhere Are 


Co-operating With Postmaster* So 
Th«t th» Men In the Cantonment* 
Will Get Th«ir Mail Promptly—How 
to Address Letter* and Parcels. 


Weekly reports to the postofflce de- 


partment show a steady Improvement 
In the postal service at the military 
cantonments. This service has been 
regarded as remarkably good from the 
first, considering the short notice of its 
establishment and the difficulties to 
be overcome. 
Recent reports show 


that now almost the only hindrance to 
the prompt delivery ot mall to the sol- 
diers Is due to letters and packages 
being improperly addressed. There Is 
in some Instances a lack of adequate 
building space and of help, but this 
operates to the inconvenience and over- 
work of the postal officials, rather than 
to any delay In the delivery of letters. 
The military authorities everywhere 
are co-operating effectively with the 
postmasters. If care is taken to ad- 
.dress mall properly Its speedy delivery 
Is assured. 


The reorganization of the army has 


given some trouble on account of new 
designations and assignments. This 
has been overcome by messengers from 
the military headquarters calling at 
the postofflce each day to procure im- 
properly addressed mail, taking It to 
the division staff officers, who supply 
the deficiencies in address and then re- 
turn the mail to the cantonment post- 
office, where It Is properly distributed 
and delivered to mall orderlies for 
delivery. 


Dalivery la Prompt. 


Nearly all the reports state that de- 


livery Is prompt and that there is lit- 
tle or no congestion. Host of them 
state either that no complaints have 
been received or that the complaints 
are few. 


When difficulties are encountered, 


Immediate effort is made to correct 
them, and in all cases improvement of 
conditions is shown. 


Most complaints relate to the com- 


fort of the employees, not to anything 
affecting the distribution of the mail. 
Lack of heat nnd need for more room 
are reported from several camps. All 
these matters, which are secondary to 
the need for mail delivery, but yet im- 
portant, 
are 
being 
looked 
after 


promptly. 


The rarity of complaint of any sort 


indicates the efficiency with which the 
service Is being handled, and every 
effort possible Is made to overcome 
adverse conditions attending the estab- 
lishment of excellent service at all 
military camps. Upon receipt of com- 
plaints, steps are taken to correct 
them as soon aa reported. The im- 
proper addressing of mail and defect- 
ive wrapping of parcel post packages 
are things to be contended with which 
the department cannot of itself cor- 
rect. This IB up to those who send the 
letters and packages, who have only 
to observe the instructions of the de- 
partment to Insure proper delivery.

He was 
one of the first drafted men to go from 
here, having volunteered out of his 
regular order of obligation 
He is a 


son of a furniture manufacturer here, 
and is married. 


In a letter home, Lincoln tells how 


he js feeding 145 men for less than 25 
cents each a daj 
He says the food is 


well cooked and that the men have 
plentj 
A sample menu, inclosed in 


the letter, Allows how Lincoln made a 
savin? of S173S on the government's 
food allowance fot the three meals 
scheduled.

burger steak

whose noire is in Binshamton but who 
boards v*th Mrs. Anna Nichols at 6 
High street, was painfully and ser- 
ioufaly, Chough it la believed not la- 
talljv'njured Saturday evening shortly 
aftei 7 o'clock when he crashed Jnto 
the'front of a Ford touring car on 
th^ Emmons state road nearly oppo- 
site the residence of A. D. Coffin, while 
/riving his motorcycle toward this 
city after a ride in the country. There 
was a rig in the road m front of him 
and as he turned out to the left to 
pass it he struck the right front end 
of the Ford car which was turning to 
pass the rig. The ft out wheel of the 
motorcycle struck the right headlight 
Of the car, smashing it and then hit 
the radiator and was doubled up much 
like a jackkmfo when it came in con- 
tact with the axle of the car. Accord- 
ing to the best information The Star 
could secure Amsworth was thrown 
through the windshield of the 
car 


and landed in tho rear seat of the car. 
He was apparently badly injured and 
Thomas Tosh coming along with a 
motor car shortly after he was taken 
to the Fox Memorial hospital where 
his injuries were dressed and where he 
was resting as comfortably as possible 
last evening, although painfully in- 
jured.

WEINEK, D. *. H. FIKKMAX, HELD 


FOK UNITED STATES COM- 


MISSIONED. 


Two Federal Charges Can Be Main- 


tained and Suspicous Looking Im- 
plements Found Among IDs Effects 
—Believed to Have 
Sympathies 


with Germany. 
In the arrest and detention of Karl 


P. "Welner, a D. & H. fireman for the 
past few months, Officer Abel of the 
D. & H. force found an enemy alien 
who will doubtless be interned at one 
of the detention camps during the re- 
mainder of the war. While no defi- 
nite information is at hand that Wel- 
ner had any sinister intentions to 
commit crimes, there were found mys- 
terious tin receptacles in his effects 
for which no good explanation was 
given. It is understoc •" that he claims 
to have been working upon a derail- 
ing device, but the articles he had in 
his possession have about as much re- 
semblance to a derailing implement as 
popularly understood, as a thimble has 
to a sidehill plow. 


After "Weiner's arrest Officer Abel 


sent for Deputy United States Mar- 
shal Van Valkenbure of Blnghamton, 
whu visited Oneonta the same after- 
noon and after investigating the con- 
ditions surrounding Weiner and his 
effects, decided that for the public 
good he should be interned. He ac- 
cordingly took "\Veiner vith him and 
will arraign him before a United 
States commissioner at an early date. 


Two charges can be made against 


Welner. 
He was residing within a 


restricted industrial area without se- 
curing a permit and hi had carried a 
firearm which is prohibited to enemy 
aliens. While it is not probable that 
any effort will be made to secure local 
evidence to that effect in the present 
status of the affair, unless later de- 
x-elopments disclose that he has rela- 
tions with Germany's agents in this 
country, It is understood that ho has 
made statements that he would never 
fight against Germany and expressed ' 
hopes for her final victory. 
1 


Little-is known of his history or pre- \ 


vious record here. He has been giving 
good service to the company as a fire- ' 
man and so far as known nothing 
against him has been recorded by the ! 
company. 
The country is e\idently 


becoming more stringent following the 
burning of grain elevators and the 
destruction of munition factories and 
there is other evidence that the gov- 
ernment is keeping close tabs upon 
the movement and activities of all 
known to have German sympathies.

At the last session of the Legisla- 


ture Senator George H. Whitney in- 
troduced, at the request of the State 
Department of Health, a bill amending 
the domestic relations law so as to 
compel applicants for marriage li- 
censes to stvear that they had never 
' been infected with venereal disease, 
or if they had been infected within 
five years, that they hart laboratory 
| tests taken showing freedom from in- 
fection. Almost without exception the 
legislative leaders were for the bill, 
and it was with satisfaction to all con- 
cerned that it was passed and sent to 
the Governor. 
Governor 
Whitman, 


thoroughly impressed with the wisdom 
of the legislation, signed the bill on 
May 16, 1917, and it became law on 
that date. The act took effect imme- 
diately. 
The measure was advocated, by the 


State Department of Health because 
o° the enormous amount ot eickness, 


j suffering and death caused by mar- 
riage o£ persons suffering from vene- 
real diseases. It is believed that the 
presence of the law upon the statute 
books will have a wide educational in- 
fluence. It will provide a means for 
disseminating information regardint 
venereal diseases, heretofore neglect- 
ed or passed by entirely because of the 
mistaken idea that the subject is one 
that should be discussed only by phy- 
hicians. 


There is no reason why such an idea 


should obtain. The normal young man 
looks forward to the day he will marry 
and set up a home. He should know 
that i£ he becomes infected with a. 
venereal disease and does not become 
Cured he hazards the future happl"ess 
and heallh of' himself, his wife, ana his 
children. The normal young woman 
looks forward to the time when she 
will become a wife and mother. She 
should know why there are childless 
homes, why some babief are born dead 
and why other similar causes of un- 
happiness and ill health arise.
